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In Two of Greenbelt’s Schools

When the bell rings for the first day of school on Mon- 
day, August 20, two Greenbelt schools will encounter major 
changes. After years of planning, the new Greenbelt Middle 
School (GMS) will welcome its students. There will be many 
changes in addition to the new state-of-the art building. First, 
the county has lengthened the school day for all middle school 
students by 40 minutes. GMS will now open at 8:15 a.m. and 
end its day at 3:40 p.m. 

In addition, GMS is now the Talented and Gifted middle 
school location for the northern part of the county. Thirdly, 
rising sixth graders from Greenbelt Elementary School (GES) 
and several other area elementary schools will join the sixth 
graders who moved to GMS from Springhill Lake Elementary 
School several years ago. Most sixth grade activities will 
take place in a wing of the new school dedicated to the sixth 
graders. 

At GES, the staff is reallocating space that has resulted 
from the shift of the rising sixth graders to GMS. A future 
story will describe those and other changes at GES. A story in 
last week’s Greenbelt News Review provided a first view of the 
new middle school and the new opportunities for students there. 

40 Extra Minutes 

With the announcement that middle schools will increase 
the school day by 40 minutes, the middle school day becomes 
longer than that for the high school. Prince George’s County 
Public Schools (PGCPS) statement declared: “With more in- 
structional time devoted to math, science, reading, music and 
foreign languages, we believe the extra 40 minutes will 1m- 
prove student achievement. The extra time gives teachers more 
time to prepare for enrichments and remediation.” 

Transportation Changes 

GMS students also have new bus schedules as their school 
day has changed. In addition, the locations of bus stops have 
been “optimized” by the computer taking into account the 
traffic safety issues of streets in the area and the children’s 
locations. It is therefore possible that bus times and stops are 
changed for other students. 

PGCPS indicated that all parents of bus riding students will 
receive a letter approximately August 17 with their student’s 
bus stop location, bus number and pick up/drop off times. In 
most cases bus stops are at corners. 

The stops are designed to be within approximately 1/4 mile 
of any student’s home. No changes have occurred in maximum 
walking distances, which remain at 1.5 miles for elementary 
and two miles for secondary school students.

Selling Ads: A Necessary Job

It takes a certain sort of per- 
son to sell ads and the News 
Review always needs that person. 
Ads are what keep the paper 
printing every week and many of 
them are unsolicited or regulars. 

“The more ads we have, the 
larger a paper we can put out,” 
said Sue Krofchik, a News Re- 
view volunteer who used to sell 
weekly ads and now coordinates 
proofreaders. 

But there is no one going 
from business to business right 
now and the newspaper’s editor, 
Mary Lou Williamson, said that’s 
because people don’t particularly 
like selling ads. 

“T don’t understand,” she said. 
“T enjoy talking with advertisers 


about getting their message out 
to the community.” 

No experience is needed and 
training is given, Krofchik said. 

“The paper is actually read,” 
she said. “People don’t just look 
at the first two pages and throw 
the rest away.” 

It can be difficult to convince 
businesses that ads are more ef- 
fective if they appear every week. 
If someone needs a service, they 
will pick up the latest issue of 
the News Review and see what 
is out there. 

“T wasn’t sure I could do ads 
because I had never done it be- 
fore,’ Krofchik said. But she re- 
sponded to a request in the paper 
and wanted to help. Williamson 


showed her how the conversion 
chart works to come up with 
rates per ad size. 

And she started going from 
business to business, showing 
them a recent issue with the size 
and price marked on existing ads 
in the paper. 

“A two by four is not a piece 
of lumber,” she said. “It’s an 
ad two columns across by four 
inches down.” 

And it’s best to make the first 
visit in person to establish a re- 
lationship, she said. After that, 
you become your own boss. 

While Krofchik no longer sells 
ads, she has volunteered during

Counciu and Audience Differ 
On Suspension of the Rules

The Greenbelt City Coun- 
cil spent most of its meeting on 
August 13 dealing with new city 
legislation. In four instances the 
agenda item called for council to 
suspend the rules in order to enact 
legislation in a timely manner, 
a procedure called into question 
by two members of the audience, 
one of them rather contentiously 
at times. Two councilmembers 
disagreed with the procedure at 
times as well and even blocked it 
in the case of one item. 

Tax Anticipation Notes 

Council adopted an ordinance 
authorizing the city to issue tax 
anticipation notes up to $3.5 mil- 
lion in order to provide cash flow 
for approved city expenses during 
the first quarter of Fiscal Year 
2013. The notes anticipate that 
increased funds will be available 
when taxes on real property begin 
to arrive in mid-October. 

Because some expenses must 
be paid before council meets 
again in September, staff recom- 
mended suspension of the rules 
and adoption of the ordinance. 

The city has issued such notes 
for the past three fiscal years, 
since the expense of the new Pub- 
lic Works building used money 
from the General Fund that had 
been available previously to as- 
sist with limited first-quarter cash 
flow. Staff anticipates that once 
the Public Works building is paid 
off, there may no longer be a 
need for such short-term financing. 

Interest expenses for the past 
two fiscal years on similar notes 
totaled $2,293. Staff found the 
best rate for the notes from Co- 
lumbia Bank, which offered a rate 
of 1.75 percent with no fees. 

Bill Orleans questioned coun- 
cil’s suspension of the rules and 
suggested a special meeting to 
adopt the bill so people could 
consider the information before- 
hand. City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin reiterated the agenda 
comments on the limited cash 
flow at this time. 

Mayor Judith Davis told Or- 
leans that council rarely holds a 
special meeting since councilmem- 
bers have other duties and meet- 
ings. Councilmember Silke Pope 
said a worksession had already 
been held on the issue so the in- 


formation was not new. Council- 
member Edward Putens explained 
that the notes cannot be obtained 
at a moment’s notice and that re- 
quired paperwork takes time. 

Greenbelt resident Cindy Hen- 
neberger said she agreed with Or- 
leans “out of respect for the pub- 
lic.” Since council knew the situ- 
ation would exist, she suggested 
it could have planned better. The 
mayor said council would take 
her comments under advisement. 
Councilmember Leta Mach noted 
the process had been discussed 
during adoption of the budget. 

Ethics Rules 

Council also introduced revi- 
sions to the city’s ethics ordi- 
nance. The State Ethics Commis- 
sion had informed the city that 
its ordinance needed language to 
clarify participation and prestige 
provisions and that a section on 
financial disclosures needed revi- 
sions to comply with state law. 

City Solicitor Robert Manzi 
had made changes but had com- 
municated to council before the 
meeting that changes requested to 
financial disclosures do not apply 
to Greenbelt elections because city 
candidates file for office in the 
same year as the election. How- 
ever, in order to have the State 
Ethics Commision review Green- 
belt’s ordinance at its September 
13 meeting, council needed to 
adopt its ordinance at this meet- 
ing. 

Orleans questioned the process 
and report of the city’s ethics 
commission. He sparred verbally 
at times with the mayor and at- 
tempted to discuss the previous 
item on tax anticipation notes. 
When he had used up his allotted 
time he was given an additional 
two minutes to speak. 

He asked why the rules needed 
to be suspended if the state letter 
on required changes had been 
sent months ago. City Clerk 
Cindy Murray explained that the 
letter arrived in April but that 
subsequently the state had not 
responded quickly. 

The ordinance was introduced 
by Putens, the rules suspended 
and the ordinance adopted unani- 
mously.

Reel & Meal to Show 


Education Under Fire 

The next in the monthly Reel 
and Meal at the New Deal film 
series, on Monday, August 20 
at 7 p.m. will show “Education 
Under Fire.” This documentary, 
co-sponsored by Amnesty Inter- 
national, depicts the plight of 
Baha’i youth in Iran, who have 
been systematically denied ac- 
cess to higher education in their 
country. There is no charge for 
the film or discussion afterward; 
a special vegan meal is available 
for purchase at the café before- 
hand starting at 6:30 p.m. 

After the Islamic Revolution 
in 1979, Baha’i faculty and stu- 
dents were expelled from Iranian 
universities and have been barred 
from higher education ever since. 
In 1987 the Baha’i community 
created the Baha’: Institute for 
Higher Education (BIHE), an 
underground university operat- 
ing out of individual homes. 
BIHE offers more than 700 on- 
line courses, whose credits are 
accepted by more than 65 gradu- 
ate programs worldwide including 
Harvard University’s School of 
Graduate Education. Between 
1987 and 2005 Iranian authori- 
ties closed down the university 
several times. On May 22, 2011, 
officials from the Ministry of In- 
telligence entered the homes of at 
least 30 of the academic staff of 
the BIHE, seizing books, comput- 
ers and personal effects. A total 
of 16 educators were arrested. 
Some of those arrested were 
transferred to Evin prison. Still 
BIHE faculty continue to teach. 

Discussion following the film 
will be led by Haideh Sabet, 
M.D., who will help participants 
understand what can be done 
about persecution of the Baha’1 
community in Iran in the context 
of the springtime of thought in 
the Middle East.

School Zone Creation 

The third piece of legislation 
requiring a suspension of the rules 
was a suggested resolution to 
establish school zones within the 
city. Davis said before the meet- 
ing that council had been divided 
on suspending the rules for this 
item and provided opportunity for 
a motion against it. 

Several councilmembers ex- 
pressed their support for suspend- 
ing the rules and proceeding. 
Mach noted that the half-mile 
limit for school zones is required 
by state law. 

Putens introduced the resolu- 
tion, after which Councilmember 
Rodney Roberts said he opposed 
suspending the rules on this topic 
and another one on purchase of 
a street sweeper. Councilmem- 
ber Konrad Herling agreed with 
Roberts. 

After discussion council was 
informed that Manzi had deter- 
mined that council needed six 
votes, which it did not have, to 
suspend the rules. 

The school zones are on public 
roads within a half mile of one 
of the five schools in Greenbelt. 
Some streets were considered too 
small to be included because they 
are cul de sacs, dead ends or lim- 
ited by stop signs. 

Roberts thought all streets 
within a half mile of schools 
should be included in school 
zones. McLaughlin said if coun- 
cil wanted to use that approach, 
staff could go back and include 
those streets. 

Davis and Mach, however, sup- 
ported moving forward with the 


resolution and amending it later 
if desired, rather than changing 
it now and necessitating a re- 
introduction. 

McLaughlin pointed out that the 
resolution does not include the in- 
stallation of speed cameras, though 
staff had recommended locations 
for cameras following a survey by 
the city’s speed camera contractor. 
The survey had been done at all 
five Greenbelt schools in 18 loca- 
tions over a two-day period when 
school was still in session. 

In analysis of 15 locations, the 
contractor found many drivers go- 
ing in excess of 12 miles per hour 
over posted speed limits in sev- 
eral areas. In other areas, such as 
Springhill Drive near the Spring- 
hill Lake Elementary School, the 
firm found few speeders. 

Suggested locations for speed 
cameras are on Crescent Road be- 
tween Northway and Greenhill, in 
the 7700 blocks of both Hanover 
Parkway and Mandan Road, on 
Edmonston Road at Springhill 
Court and in the 5900 block of 
Cherrywood Lane. Another loca- 
tion on Greenbelt Road may be 
recommended later but it is on 
a state highway and requires ap- 
proval from the State Highway 
Administration. 

The resolution will come up 
again in September for second 
reading and adoption. Davis 
asked that actual locations be 
listed on the agenda to provide the 
public with as much information 
as possible.

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a street sweeper with College 
Park, New Carrollton and Berwyn 
Heights. Public Works directors 
from all four cities have con- 
cluded that the current equipment 
is not meeting the needs of the 
coalition cities. The cost of oper- 
ation has increased and the equip- 
ment has become more unreliable, 
staff notes indicate. 

According to Greenbelt Public 
Works Director Ken Hall, the 
group seeks purchase of a new 
Tymco 600 sweeper body at a 
cost of $112,280 from Mid-Atlan- 
tic Waste Systems. This would 
be installed on the existing 2000 
Freightliner cab and chassis. Each 
city will pay a fourth of the cost, 
$28,070. 

Greenbelt’s FY13 budget in- 
cludes $25,000 for purchase of a 
street sweeper and staff reports 
the remaining funds are available 
in the Replacement Fund. 

Hall said he asked for imme- 
diate adoption of the ordinance 
because the equipment takes six 
to eight weeks to build and install 
the sweeper. Meanwhile the old 
sweeper costs money to maintain 
and keep going. He said the 
expenditure has been approved 
already by the other three cities in 
the coalition. 

In response to a question from 
Roberts, Hall said there are no 
plans to keep the old sweeper as 
backup. Roberts said the new one 
will also break down in time and 
suggested having a backup. Hall 
said he would discuss this with 
the other Four Cities Public Works 
directors. He added that the old 
body is rusted and has many

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holes. He estimates the new one 
will last closer to 10 years and 
hopes to create a schedule of its 
use that will allow it to be parked 
more often than previously. 
Orleans again questioned the 
need for suspending the rules. 
McLaughlin referred to the agenda 
comments and said the topic has 
been under discussion at Four 
Cities meetings and on a previ- 
ous agenda of the Greenbelt City 
Council. He thought it was there- 
fore appropriate and in the interest 
of time and money to follow the 
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procedure outlined. 

All members of council voted 
in favor of the purchase, although 
Roberts voted against suspending 
the rules. 

Aquatic Center Fees 

A resolution to establish ad- 
mission fees and pass rates for 
the Greenbelt Aquatic and Fitness 
Center was adopted unanimously 
without discussion. There will be 
no increase for daily admissions, 
but all pass rates will increase 
by three percent. The resolution 
becomes effective on September 4.
